1905  was  estimated  at  9110  whi 

thus  shows  an  increase  during  the  year  of  364. 
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The  Births  for  the  year  were  148  being  an  increase 
of  nine  over  last  year  of  which  72  were  males  and  76 
females  producing  a  rate  per  1000  of  i5'6. 

The  deaths  were  103  in  number  as  compared  with 
100  last  year  of  which  48  were  males  and  55  females,  of 
these  84  were  residents  and  ig  visitors  to  the  District. 
The  population  of  the  former  being  now  estimated  at  9474, 
we  have  thus  a  residential  death  rate  of  8*8  per  1000  last 
year’s  rate  being  9-2.

From  the  above  table,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  deaths 
from  Respiratory  Diseases,  not  including  Phthisis,  were  ten 
in  number,  giving  a  rate  of  i'05  per  1,000,  and  those  from 
the  seven  principal  zymotic  diseases,  viz..  Small  Pox, 
Measles,  Scarlet  Fever,  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough, 
Fever  and  Diarrhoea  were  three  in  number,  producing  a 
rate  of  0*32. 
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The  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  notified  during  the 
year  under  the  Compulsory  Notification  Act,  and  including 
Measles,  were  76  in  number,  as  compared  with  71  last  year, 
and  were  as  follows  : —

Measles,  of  which  there  were  57  cases  reported, 
exactly  the  same  number  as  last  year,  was,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  above  table,  almost  entirely  confined  to  the  months 
of  June,  July  and  August,  and  occurred  chiefly  amongst  the 
children  attending  two  of  the  schools  or  the  families  to  which 
they  belonged.  It  was  fortunately,  as  a  rule,  of  a  mild  type, 
although  it  was  the  cause  of  one  death. 

Scarlet  Fever  was  notified  T3  times,  as  compared 
with  six  last  year,  and  broke  out  sporadically.  Eleven  of 
the  cases  were  treated  in  hospital,  and  the  remaining  two 
occurred  in  houses  where  proper  isolation  could  be  main¬ 
tained,  and  were  treated  at  home.  I  have  no  doubt  that 
the  prompt  removal  to  hospital  of  many  of  the  cases  of  this 
disease,  especially  from  the  smaller  houses,  has  been  the 
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chief  reason  of  the  small  number  of  cases  during  the  past 
two  years.  Enquiries  were  made  in  every  case  as  to  the 
cause  of  the  outbreak  which,  in  some  instances,  could  not  be 
discovered.  Four  of  the  cases  were  clearly  brought  into 
the  district,  and  two  others  were  from  contact  with  those 
suffering  from  the  disease. 

Typhoid  Fever  occurred  three  times  as  compared 
with  five  last  year.  One  of  the  cases  was  brought  into  the 
district,  another  was  attributed  to  offensive  smells  which 
the  patient  experienced  in  a  refreshment  room  away  from 
St.  Annes,  and  the  cause  of  the  third  case  could  not  be  dis¬ 
covered.  Two  of  the  three  cases  were  treated  at  home,  the 
third  being  removed  to  hospital.. 

Pulmonary  Tuberculosis  (Phthisis)  was  the  cause  of 
nine  deaths,  being  the  same  number  as  last  year,  and  pro¬ 
ducing  a  rate  of  0*97  per  1,000.  In  former  reports  I  have 
spoken  of  the  advisability  of  placing  it  amongst  the  Com¬ 
pulsory  Notifiable  Diseases,  as  it  is  undoubtedly  infectious, 
and  think  this  is  especially  required  at  a  health  resort,  where 
persons  may  unknowingly  be  occupying  rooms  which  have 
been  recently  vacated  by  a  sufferer  of  the  disease. 

In  view  of  the  recent  conclusion  of  the  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  on  Tuberculosis  that  “  There  is  no  doubt  that  in  a 
certain  number  of  cases  the  tuberculosis  occurring  in  the 
human  subject,  especially  in  children,  is  the  direct  result  of 
the  introduction  into  the  human  body  of  the  bacillus  of 
bovine  tuberculosis  ;  and  there  also  can  be  no  doubt  that  in 
the  majority  at  least  of  these  cases  the  bacillus  is  introduced 
through  cows’  milk.  Cows’  milk,  containing  bovine  tubercle 
bacilli  is  clearly  a  cause  of  tuberculosis,  and  of  fatal  tuber¬ 
culosis  in  man,”  I  would  strongly  recommend  that  the  cattle 
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be  periodically  examined  by  a  veterinary  surgeon  appointed 
by  the  Council  for  that  purpose,  and  that  powers,  if  possible, 
be  obtained  to  examine  the  farms  and  cattle  outside  the 
district  from  which  part  of  our  milk  supply  is  obtained. 

SANITARY  WORK. 

The  removal  of  ashpit  refuse,  has,  I  am  pleased  to 
report,  been  better  attended  to  during  the  past  twelve 
months  than  in  former  years  owing  to  a  larger  staff  of  men 
and  carts  being  employed.  The  number  of  ashbins,  as  will 
be  seen  from  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  has  con¬ 
siderably  increased  in  some  instances  owing  to  the 
conversion  of  ashpits  to  ashbins,  and  these  latter  being  more 
easily  and  frequently  emptied  and  cleansed,  are  decidedly 
more  sanitary. 

The  main  drainage  system  has  been  regularly 
flushed  and  a.ttended  to,  and  with  one  or  two  exceptions 
worked  satisfactorily.  The  exception  occurred  when  there 
were  at  the  same  time,  a  high  tide  and  an  unusually  heavy 
rainfall,  the  result  being  that  the  storm  water  could  not  get 
away  with  sufficient  rapidity  and  some  of  the  cellars  became 
flooded.  In  order  to  prevent  a  recurrance  of  the  trouble  a 
large  storm  water  outfall  is  being  provided  at  the  present  time.

The  Water  Supply  of  the  district  from  the  mains  of 
the  Fylde  Water  Board  has,  throughout  the  year,  been  on 
the  whole  satisfactory.  Occasionally,  during  the  summer 
months,  it  was  somewhat  coloured  with  peaty  matter, 
especially  near  the  dead  ends  of  the  mains,  but  otherwise  it 
is  a  soft  water  quite  free  from  any  injurious  matter,  and  is 
especially  suitable  for  domestic  purposes. 

The  Workshops,  of  which  there  are  55  in  number, 
including  15  bakehouses,  as  will  be  seen  from  the  appended 
report,  have  been  regularly  visited,  and  any  defects  found  in 
them  remedied. 

The  Farms  in  the  district  have,  as  usual,  been 
regularly  visited,  and  although  a  number  of  defects  in  venti¬ 
lation,  overcrowding,  etc.,  have  been  removed  during  the 
past  few  years,  there  are  still  some  of  the  cowsheds  over¬ 
crowded  and  badly  ventilated  ;  most  of  the  farms  have  no 
dairies,  and  some  no  manure  tanks,  and  the  yards  in  some 
instances  are  badly  paved  and  drained. 

The  Slaughtering  of  the  whole  of  the  animals  killed 
for  consumption  in  the  district  has  been  carried  on  in  the 
public  abattoirs,  and  the  inspection  of  meat  has  been  regu¬ 
larly  made  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  who,  in  any  doubtful 
case  of  disease  has  called  my  attention  to  it. 
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The  Public  Schools  of  the  district,  viz.,  the  Hey- 
houses  Endowed  School,  the  Catholic  School,  and  St. 
Thomas’  School,  have  been  periodically  visited,  and  I  am 
sorry  to  report  that  the  first  mentioned  is  not,  in  my  opinion, 
in  a  satisfactory  state  at  the  present  time,  being  greatly 
overcrowded,  badly  ventilated  and  improperly  heated,  and 
as  such  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  both  teachers  and 
scholars  working  there. 

The  inspection  and  analysis  of  foods  and  drugs,  under 
the  Sale  of  Foods  and  Drugs  Act,  which  is  carried  out  by 
the  County  Constabulary,  resulted  in  23  samples,  including 
butter,  lard,  jams,  and  preserved  peas,  being  taken  in  the 
district  during  the  year,  the  whole  of  which  proved  on 
analysis  to  be  genuine. 

Meteorological  Observations  have  been  taken  during 
the  year  at  9-0  a.m  ,  a  tabular  record  of  which  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  the  report.  The  present  position  of  the  sun 
recorder  is  not  satisfactory,  as  the  early  morning  rays  of  the 
sun  at  certain  times  of  the  year  are  prevented  by  the  houses 
on  the  promenade  from  reaching  the  instrument.  I  trust 
that  when  the  Esplanade  improvements  are  carried  out  that 
a  better  site  will  be  obtained,  and  I  also  hope  that  we  shall 
then  be  able  to  obtain  a  record  of  the  wind.  Daily  accounts 
of  the  weather  in  St.  Amies  have  been  published,  through 
the  kindness  of  the  editors,  in  the  following  papers : — The 
Manchester  Guardian,  Daily  Dispatch,  Manchester  Evening 
Post,  Huddersfield  Examiner  and  Eiverpool  Daily  Post, 
and  a  short  review  of  the  weather  during  each  month  has 
appeared  in  the  St.  Annes  Express,  the  Visitor,  the  Black¬ 
pool  Times,  the  Blackpool  Gazette,  and  the  Blackpool 
Herald.

No  less  than  293  letters  were  sent  out  for  the  abate¬ 
ment  of  these  nuisances,  whilst  it  was  necessary  to  visit  and 
re-visit  the  premises  on  714  occasions,  to  ascertain  if  the 
requirements  in  each  case  had  been  carried  out. 

Legal  Notices  were  resorted  to  in  34  instances,  but  the 
nuisances  were  rectified  before  the  expiration  of  the  time 
specified  in  the  notices.  The  majority  of  the  property 
owners,  upon  whom  these  notices  were  served,  had 
inadvertently  overlooked  previous  notifications,  hence  it  was 
necessary  to  remind  them  to  comply  with  your  instructions 
so  as  to  minimise  the  danger  to  the  public  health.

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It  will  be  seen  from  the  above  tables  that  Ashbins 
are  now  greatly  in  favour  to  the  out-of  date  Ashpit.  Last 
year  there  were  421  Ashbins  in  the  district,  and  at  the 
present  time  there  are  594,  an  increase  during  the  year  of 
173.  The  refuse  from  these  receptacles  is  collected  weekly. 

Builders  and  property  owners  would  save  themselves 
considerable  expense  if  they  would  provide  strong  galvanized 
iron  bins,  as  the  weak  ones  soon  become  shapeless  and 
dilapidated.  Iron  strips  down  each  side  of  the  bin  are  a 
good  protection,  and  although  the  first  cost  is  greater  the 
receptacle  will  retain  its  rigidity  for  a  longer  period,  and 
will  be  more  suitable  than  a  bin  without  the  strips.  Also 
the  cover  should  be  sufficiently  large  as  to  allow  the  rim  to 
fit  on  the  outside  of  the  bin  so  that  water  will  not  fall  inside. 

Traders’  Refuse  is  collected  twice  per  week  from  those 
premises  where  the  tradesmen  have  complied  with  the 
regulations  of  the  Council.  Traders  find  it  a  great  boon  to 
have  their  refuse  removed  bi-weekly,  and  no  doubt  as  the 
number  of  shops  increase  it  may  be  expedient,  in  the  near 
future,  to  have  a  tri-weekly,  or  even  a  daily  collection  of  such 
refuse. 

Alterations  have  been  made  at  the  Refuse  Destructor, 
during  the  latter  part  of  the  year.  The  front  framework, 
tipping  platform,  cells  and  adjoining  flues  being  taken  out 
and  re-built.  The  furnaces  were  lighted  and  the  brickwork 
gradually  warmed  and  dried  before  the  full  number  of  loads 
of  refuse  were  dealt  with. 

The  residium  from  the  Destructor,  consisting  of 
Clinkers  and  Fine  Ashes,  is  still  being  mainly  utilized  in  the 
repairing  and  making  of  roads  and  footpaths  in  the  country 
districts.  Some  of  the  fine  ashes  have  been  mixed  and 
crushed  by  the  mortar  machine  and  sold  to  local  builders.

About  15I-  tons  of  Old  Tins  were  deposited  under  the 
steam  roller  and  flattened  out  so  that  they  would  be  easily 
loaded  in  wagons  and  sent  away  on  the  railway.  They  had 
accumulated  for  the  last  three  years. 

23  Privies  and  Privy  Pails  have  been  converted  into 
Water  Closets,  and  10  Privies  have  been  abolished. 
Proceedings,  under  Section  36  of  the  Public  Health  Act, 
1875,  were  resorted  to  in  two  instances,  where  the  owners 
did  not  comply  with  preliminary  notices. 

At  99  premises  the  Soil-pipes  and  Drains  w’ere  tested, 
when  several  defects  were  located.  It  is  pleasing  to  note 
that  attention  was  given  to  these  matters  by  the  persons 
responsible  for  their  rectification. 

75  Certificates  of  Habitation  have  been  granted  for 
new  dwellings  that  w^ere  found,  on  inspection,  to  be  sanitary 
as  regards  the  drains,  sanitary  fittings,  light  and  ventilation. 

The  Public  Day  Schools  were  visited  periodically, 
and  the  managers  w^ere  notified  of  any  defects  that  were 
found. 


Frequent  visits  have  been  made  to  food  premises, 
whilst  during  the'summer  months  Restaurant  Kitchens  and 
Ice  Creameries  were  included  in  the  premises  inspected. 
On  the  whole  it  was  found  that  the  food  was  prepared  in 
sanitary  rooms  and  only  clean  utensils  used. 

On  233  occasions  the  Public  Abattoirs  w^ere  visited 
for  the  purpose  of  inspecting  the  animals  slaughtered,  and  to 
see  that  the  slaughter  halls  and  lairages  were  kept  in  a 
sanitary  condition.  The  walls  and  floors  were  well  washed 
with  water  after  each  time  of  slaughtering. 
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Inspections  were  made  at  the  Farms  on  48  occasions, 
when,  in  almost  every  case,  it  was  ascertained  that  the 
cowsheds  were  kept  in  conformity  with  the  bye-laws  as 
regards  cleanliness. 

There  are  15  Bakehouses  in  the  district,  none  of 
which  are  underground.  44  Visits  were  paid  to  these 
premises,  and  it  was  gratifying  to  see  the  absolute  cleanliness 

I 

and  excellent  sanitary  condition  of  these  food-preparing 
rooms. 


Apart  from  bakehouses,  46  Workshops,  5  Workplaces 
and  29  Factories  were  inspected.  The  workshops  in  the 
district  are  well  adapted  for  the  convenience,  health  and 
comfort  of  the  workers,  the  rooms  being  supplied  with 
plenty  of  light  and  ample  means  provided  for  efficient 
ventilation. 

163  Rooms  and  353  articles,  including  Bedding, 
Clothing,  etc.,  have  been  disinfected  during  the  year,  the 
former  by  Formalin  vapour,  the  latter  by  super-heated  steam, 
and  I  am  pleased  to  say  that  many  persons  have  availed 
themselves  of  the  offer  of  the  Council  and  had  disinfection 
carried  out  by  the  Sanitary  Department  after  other  disease 
not  included  in  the  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act. 

Inspections  were  made  at  four  Camps  and  four 
Dwelling  Vans.  The  former  and  three  of  the  latter  were 
found  to  be  efficiently  kept  as  regards  cleanliness,  water 
supply  and  latrine  accommodation.  The  other  dwelling 
van  was  one  owned  by  the  German  Gipsies,  and  it  was  in 
a  most  insanitary  condition,  it  was,  however,  only  in  the 
district  a  few  hours. 
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Rag-gatherers  from  neighbouring  towns  have  become 
a  serious  pest  in  the  district,  because  of  their  disgusting 
habit  of  opening  ashpit  doors,  allowing  the  contents  of  the 
ashpits  to  fall  into  the  back  streets  which  is  then  blown  about 
the  town.  On  your  decision  to  prosecute  any  person  so 
caught,  proceedings  were  instituted  against  a  man  and  he 
was  fined  2/6  and  costs.  Only  a  small  penalty  was  asked 
for  as  it  was  thought  that  this  prosecution  would  act  as  a 
warning  to  other  rag-gatherers.
